Mesmerism is as 
rfect an snesthetic as ether, and as 
rmiess as water. Any mesmerized per- 
son at once, by a single stroke of the 
hand, be rendered totally insensible to 
pain, and can have a tooth drawn, a cataract 
removed, a cancer cut out, or an arm cut 
off without feeling the slightest pain. This 
has been so often demonstrated that ampu- 
tations frequently take place under its in- 
figence in the Paris hospitals, and it is suc- 
— > ny im obstetrics: Though 
only uf of patients will be found 
eligible as candidates for this annihilator of 
pain, its utility is so obvious it can not be 
long before medical societies will take up 
the therapeusis of mesmerism as a serious 
study, and army surgeons will be required 
to have as practical a knowledge of it as of 
any part of the pharmacopœia.
